IMPORTANT REVELATION OF THE BICYCLE- 
RIDERS. 


DUBLIN, May 9.—The following additional in- 
formation with regard to the assasination has 
come to light: The two bicyclists, who were 
fitters ia the employment of the railway com- 
pany, state that they passed the spot where the 
murders were committed. 

THEY SAW THE ASSASINS STRIKE THEIR

“Ab, you villain!” to his assailant, who then 
stabbed him again. Lord Frederick fell over 
against the bicycle of one of the fitters, who 
was coming to his assistance, but the murderers, 
WITH BLOODY KNIVES, 
made towards bim, and both bicyclists there- 
upon got awayas fast as possible. They saw 
the car on the road awaiting the murderers. 
THE DRIVER'S BACK WAS TURNED. 
They saw,a man Pratt tis esac sa deme 
he lay on the ground. 
AN IMMENSE REWARD. 

The Government will offer a reward of £10,000 
for intormation given within three months 
which will lead to the conviction of the murder- 
ers, and a reward of £1,000 for private informa- 
tion. The Government will also grant free 
pardon and extend the special protection of the 
Crown in any part of the Queen's domain to any 
person, other than the principals in the crime, 
who may give the information required.

The suggeation of the Financial Chronicle 
that che country is hoarding more gold than it 
is. producing, ie taken up by William M. Grve- 
venor in the New York Tribune. He states that 
the net exports of gold from all ports during 
the first quarter of the year, as shown above, 
were $8,120(21. From Jan. 1 to April 1 the gold 
owned by the Treasury declined from $167,429.- 
347 to $161,290,497, or $6,138,910. The gold held by 
all the National banks was $106,737,188 Jan. 1, 
ana $102,081,706 March 11, a loss of, $3,655,482. 
Hence, if. the banks held no more gold April 1 
than they beld March 11,it would appear that 
about $9,800,000 went out of the banks and 
Ti vasury in those months, while only $6,100,000 
went abroad. The Treasury payments here 
show that only $427,038 went out of the Treasury 
into the bauks at this point from March 11 to 
April 1, and it is therefore probable that more 
gold by about $3,000,000 was drawn from the 
banks dnd the Treasury than was sent out of the 
country. In other words, the boarding process 
absorbed all the gold produced by the mines. 
except what was used in arts and manufactures, 
and about $3,000,000 nore. 

A Wall street paper quotes Mr. Gould as fol- 
lows: “ It isn’t a rise in stocks that | am looking 
outfor. It will be doing well enough if we keep 
the bottom from dropping out of the bond mar- 
ket for three moaoths to come.” 

The World editorially gives a summary of the 
reasons for believing in higber prices for stocks. 
A iarge winter-wheat crop is now assured; the 
railroads having to transport this grain will find 
their receipts increasing; the acreage of spring 
wheat is largely in excess of that of last year; 
general business throughout the country is 
good; the Government is rapidly paying off its 
bonds and thereby causing aheavy displace- 
ment of investments, and money is very abun- 
dant. These and other favorabie circumstances 
bave combined to generate the hopetul feeling 
pow appafent and to change the tone of the 
markets from depression to strength. 

Accountant Barrett, in his analysis of the 
Jersey Central statement, shows that in the last

A DESPERATE MOTHER. 


Deserted by Her Husband, She Deter- 
mined to Kill Mer Children—She Suc+ 
ceeded in Murdering One and Infflict- 
ing More or Less Serious Wounds on 
the Others. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Boston, May 9.—A shocking murder occurred 
early this morning in a tenement-house on War- 
renton place, leading from Warrenton street, 

South tnd. The marderess is Mary Konig, 4 

German, who killed her youngest chjld and at- 

tempted to kill her three other children. The 

woman was probably temporarily insane, her 
insanity being caused by domestic trouble. 

About a year ago her husband left 

ber, and, although he has contributed 

to the support of the family, he 
has lived elsewhere. He visited the house guite 
often, however, frequentiy spending a few 
hours there on Sundays; but, but in spite of his 
wife's efforta to induce him to return, he could 
not be persuaded to do so. Last evening Mrs. 
Konig seemed much troubled about something. 
aud cried a good deal. When the children went 
to bed she insisted upon their drinking some- 
thing which she had prepared, and it is probable 
that, in anticipation of the act which she was 
about t) commit, she desired to put them 
under the influence of some narcotic. About 
haif-past 6 o'clock this morning the oldest boy, 

Emil, who is 17 years old, and his brother Alfred, 

who is 10 years old, were ‘awakened by cries from 

their sister Mary, a giri of 13, who with her 

mother and the younees child August, a boy 5 
ears of age. occupied the adjoining room. 

Emil hurried into room and found that his 

mother was trying to kill her daughter Mary, 

and he pulled her away from the bed on which 
the girl was tying apd held her until assistance 
was obtained. It was then found that the boy 
was dead, his throat being cut. The woman had 
also cut her daughter's throat, but the girl was 
taken to the City Hospital, and it is thought she 
will recover. hile held by ber son Mrs. Konig 
made numerous cuts in her left leg just beiow 
the knee, evidently with the intention of cutting 
an artery and thus ending her life. It was also 
found that the two boys, Emil and Alfred, each 
had a dozen or more slight cuts in the arm, 
which must have been made while they were 
asieep. The weapon used by the woman in her 
attacks upon the children and herself was a 
sinall pocketknife which she took from the vest 
pocket of her soo Alfred during the night. Had 
she been provided with a more efficient weapon 
her own life and that of her three remaining 
children would undoubtedly have been sacri- 
tieed. Mra. Konig was taken into custody by 
officers of Station 4, and on reaching the station- 
house said she intended to take the lives of ber 
children and then put an end to her own life, 
claiming that this desperate course was the re- 
sult of being deser by her busband, whom 
she thought did not give the attention to 
the family that they deserved. Mra. Konig 
is about 46 years old, five feet and one inch in 
hight, and rather slight. Her son says she bas 
always treated ber children kindly. She was 
arraigned for murder in the Centra! Court this 
afternoon. Thinly clad, her bair disheveled, the 
marks of biood still plainiy visible about ber 
finger-nails and hands, and with a wild, staring 
look in her eyes, she presented a pitiabie ap- 
pearance. When her name was called she arose 
with the assistance of a Constable, and it re- 
quired several moments to make her under- 
stand the nature of the crime,with which she 
was charged, and to ascertain whether or not 
she desired examination, Finally, in a voice 
bardiy above a whisper, she said she woulu 
wuive examination, and was fully committed to 

i without bail to await the action of the grand

THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 

The Republican County Centrai Committee con- 
sists of one person from each ward and trom 
the country. Its duty ie to call the convention, 
to fix the time and place of holding it, and aiso 
to select the date of bolding the primaries and 
to appoint the judges therefor. The commit- 
teeman from each ward has, from time imme- 
morial, been allowed to pick out the rsons 
who are to act as judges in his ward, and on his 
choice, that is, on the quality of the judges 
whom he selected, depends to a great extent the 
quality of the primary. Where the judges were 
good, asin the Eleventh Ward, it is impossible 
to foree a bogus primary through. In the 
Fourth Ward, where they are not so 
good, it is possible. The duties of the 
Central Committee, it willbe seen therefore, 
are Dy no means unimportant in their nature. 
Circumstaoces may occur which make them of 
great importance. It willbe remembered that 
atthe time of the third-term fightin 1980] the 
holding of the convention at an unseasouably 
early date was forced through the Central Com- 
mittee by the third-term people, who happened 
to baveasmall majority in it. A majority of 
the judges selected were in the interest of the 
third-term movement, and the outrageousness 
of many of the primaries was due in great part 
to the fact that the judges were selected to 
carry outa specific policy. Un the primary 
elecuon in Chicago turned, it will be remem- 
bered, to a great extent the fate of the third- 
term movement. So it will be seen that a 
County Central Committee is not such an insig- 
nificant affair after all,and thatit is of great 
importance to have it composed of men each of 
whom shall be the best representative of the 
Republican party in the ward or County-Com- 
missioner district whence be comes.

As 
a general thing those selected are persons who 
have been “active” in the party, who have 
been busy at the polis and at the ward meetings, 
but who are not by any means the best . repre- 
sentatives of the party. They are not always 
men of ition and means. Theresuit of this 
is that the place of a committeeman on the Re- 
publican County Central Committee has become 
vaiuabie, chiefly as a means of employment. The 
man who represents a ward on the 
committee is always sure of a job. 
It may be as a clerk in a court, 
or it may be as an employé in the Sheriff’ s office. 
With the power which he has it is easy tor him 
toget a position in someone of the county 
offices. Then, on the other hand, it is the 
natural desire of the incumbent of an office who 
wishes to securea rediection to have under his 
thumb as many committeemen as he can, be- 
cause that means that he himself wili bave the 
appointment of the judgesin the wards which 
they represent, and to have the judges means a 
great deal. 
THE PRESENT REPUBLICAN COUNTY COM- 
MITTEE 
conists of twenty-two members. Of these six 
are employed in the Sheriff's office, three in the 
Probate Cierk’s office, counting, howev er, Mr. 
Hanchett, the Clerk, who is one of the County 
Committeemen, one in the Criminal Court, 
one in the Recorder's office, two in the County 
Clerk’s office, and outside of county institutions 
nine, one of whom is in the Post-Office.

THE IRISH LAND COURTS. 


Bleck in the Business of Fixing Fair 
Rents—Slow Progress—Pians to Expe- 
dite. 


Correspondence London Standard. 

Dusuin, April 2%—The absorbing interest 
with which the people of Ireland followed the 
initiatory steps in the working of the Land act 
last autumn hasina great measure subsided. 
The monotonous fixing of fair rents lost its 
charm. Only in the immediate circle affected 
by the operations of the Assistant Commission- 
ers’ Courts does the least excitement prevail, 
and even in these localities expectation does not 
run so high. The causesof this change in the 
public feeling are not hard to discover. Among 
the genera! public there is no disposition to at- 
tempt even to grasp the daily increasing scope 
of the Assistant, Commissioners work. When 
the act came inf? operation there were four 
Provincial Oourts hearing and deciding 
cases in the provinces; now there 
are sixteen. If .there was one thing 
more than another which the Irish 
farmers demanded it was a speedy settiement of 
their claims. Their cases were of the last degree 
of urgency, and yet what is the prospect now 
before them? A block in the Land Uourts—a 
biock of the most stupendous description, which 
only years and years of the most arduous labor 
can remove. According to the last return of 
the Land Oommission, there had been lodged 
with the Commissioners on the 28th of January 
64,7530 originating notices to fix fair rents, and 
about 2,000 notices to set aside leases and for 
other purposes. in the UCivil- Bill Courts there 
bas been lodged to the same date 2,752, bringing 
the total up to the enormeus ssae of nearly 
70,000 cases. Since that time this overwhelming 
record bas been increased by fully 5,000 addition- 
al cases, giving an average for the eleven weeks 
since the return was issued of 40 per week. 
The greater numberof these notices were lodged 
during the month of Febru and ning of 
March, wben there was quite a littie ru During 
the present month there has beea a steady influx 
of something like cases per week. Ail these 
notices must come to Wrial or be withdrawn. In 
addition to the applications involving a hearing, 
there are about OOD cases in which agreements 
bave been filed to fix fair rents. 

in estimating the nature and extent of the 
work actually before che Land Com mussion apd 
its subordinate courts, it is necessary tirst to 
giance at the work already done, and then to 
calculate the power of the machinery new in 
operation to deal with the tremendous mass of 
litigation submitted to it. In the 15,000 cases 
for judicial deceision, 4,000 fair rents have been 
fixed and about 1,000 caezes huve been either dis- 
missed or withdrawn, and the 4,000 cases in 
which the rents have been fixed have resulted 
in about 1,400 appeais, and of these appears 
only about 200 bave been d 
much for the Work done. 
the machinery for doing 
it now consists of sixteen Sub-Commission 
Courts, or exactly four times the number with 
which the working of the act was initiated. 
Four of these courts — began operations 
after the Easter holidays; but piacing them on 
the same level asthe older tribumain and cal- 
culating that they will beable to get through 
the same amountof work, it is,estimated that 
the Assistant Commissioners, at their present 
strength, will be able to give decisions in at 
least 360 cases per week. At the rate of forty- 
eight working weeksin the year—and very few 
of the Assistaot Commissions will, I fear, be able 
to keep up to this average—the courts of first 
instance will dispose of 16,800 casesin tweive 
months, completing the work already cut out 
for them in something like four years anda 
half; but this makes no allowance what- 
ever for new cases, which, as already 
stated, are steadily comingin at ‘the rate of 250 
per week. lt is not to be expected, however, 
that this rate willbe keptup. in a very few 
months the new originating notices may dwindle 
down to 100, and at that rate the Assistant 
Commissioners would only be able to der! each 
week with something like 200 of the cases ail- 
ready awaiting decision, and the period over 
which their work will extend is thus increased 
wa six years. This disposes only of the initiatory 

of the litigation.
